DOWNING ST. STATEMENT 


T HE following statement was issued from 10 Downing 
street, London, late last night :— 


‘ Rudolf Hess, Deputy Fuehrer of Germany and 
Party Leader of the Nationalist Socialist Party, has landed 
in Scotland under the following circumstances: 


'. On the night of Saturday, the 10th, an M.E. 110 
was reported by our patrols to have crossed the coast of 
Scotland and to be flying in the direction of Glasgow. 
Since an M.E. 110 would not have the fuel to return to 
Germany, this report was at first disbelieved. 


_ Later ona M.E. 110 crashed near Glasgow, with 
its guns unloaded. Shortly afterwards a German officer, 
who had baled out,-was.found with his parachute in the 
neighbourhood suffering from a broken ankle. 


‘’ He was taken to a hospital in Glasgow, where he 
at first gave his name as Horn, but later on he declared he 


was Rudolf Hess. 


" He brought with him various photographs of him- 
self at different ages, apparently in order to establish his 


identity. 


“ These photographs were deemed to be photo- 
graphs of Hess by several people who knew him personally. 


*’ Accordingly, an officer of the Foreign Office, who 
was closely acquainted with Hess before the war, has 
been sent up by aeroplane to see him in hospital. ’’ 


DRAMA BEHIND THE SCENES

Yesterday's Italian war communiqué 
says that in North Africa there was 
artillery activity in the Tobruk sector, 
and goes on: ‘During the night of 
Saturday the enemy attempted to 
carry .out a naval bombardment on 
Benghazi. The prompt intervention 
of our coastal batteries and of the 
German bombers forced the naval 
forces of the enemy to withdraw. 
Three units were hit by bombs of 
heavy calibre. In East Africa the 
enemy made an attack with great 
forces in the sector of Amba Alagi, 
but. was resolutely repulsed.” 

The British forces, despite the record 
heat wave of the last few days, are 
isplaying an energetic aggressive 
wit: .

They are continually assuming the 
initative, and attacking with very 
satisfactory results, according to 
military circles in Cairo. Actions 
around Tobruk and Sollum, although 
sharp, have been only local.

An Arcadian Trio 


According to a report from Vichy, 
Messrs. Hitler, Mussolini and Stalin are 
to meet in the near future in order to 
discuss the formation of an economic, if 


not of a military, bloe in Europe. There 
was a time not so very long ago when a 
meeting between these three men would 
have been regarded as utterly impossible; 
but the war has brought almost incredible 
changes to the world, and the student of 
international affairs has ceased long since 


ago, when Herr Hitler and his associates 
were consolidating their position in Ger- 
many, their principal object of attack was 
Soviet Russia. In Germany, as in Italy, 
Bolshevism was regarded as the supreme 
evil. Time and again the leaders of 
the Nazi Party declared that the Com- 
munist menace must be stamped out at all 
costs; and there was a widespread belief 
that, if war should come, the rich wheat 
fields of the Ukraine would be one of 
Germany’s first military objectives. War 
did come; but all the prophets’ pre- 
conceived ideas were dispersed when, 
shortly before the invasion of Poland, it 
was announced that a pact of non- 
aggression and friendship had been 
negotiated between Berlin and Moscow. 
The lion and the lamb had decided to lie 
down together, and, although Mr. Stalin 
did not exactly kiss Her# von Ribbentrop 
when the German Foreign Minister was 
leaving Moscow, as he kissed Mr. Matsuoka 
more than eighteen months afterwards, 


friendly messages were exchanged between 


the Kremlin and Berchtesgaden, and the 
entire European situation was changed. 
Poland was divided between the Germans 
and the Russians, who also acquired 
Bessarabia, the Northern Bukovina, and 
the smaller Baltic States without the firing 
of a single shot. During Germany’s 
victorious progress, first in Western 
Europe and afterwards in the Balkans, 
the Bolshevist leaders maintained a 
discreet silence; but those who have been 
following the development of international 
affairs during recent months have been 
almost unanimous in their belief that, 
sooner or later, there must be a clash 
between the Germans and the Russians, 
and that a German offensive against the 
Ukraine might prove to be part and parcel 
of Herr Hitler’s plans for the present 
year. The Germans are fighting this war 
on a long-term basis. Their ultimate aim 
is the possession of enough wheat and oil 
to make them self-sufficient, and nobody 
who has read Mein Kampf can have 
much doubt regarding Herr Hitler’s real 
attitude towards the Russians. He never 
has made any secret of the fact that he 
regards the Ukraine as part of Germany’s 
legitimate Lebensraum; that, in his view, 
Communism is a universal evil which must 
be wiped out of existence before there can 
be any genuine peace in Europe, and that 
he has been designated by Providence to 
stand between civilisation and the threat 
of Asiatic barbarism. 

What applies to Nazi Germany applies 
a fortiori to Fascist Italy. The whole 
Fascist movement was based on opposition 
to Russian Bolshevism. When Signor 
Mussolini started his campaign in Milan 
some twenty years ago, Italy was speeding 
towards Communism, and much of the 
sympathy that went out to the Duce not 
only in Italy, but throughout Europe, was 
caused by this essential fact. During the 
Spanish Civil War both Germany and 
Italy supported General Franco in his 
struggle against the Madrid Government. 
Germany’s part in the conflict was more 
or less surreptitious, but Signor Mussolini 
almost from the outset declared openly 
that Italy never would tolerate the 
triumph of Bolshevism in Spain, or any- 
where else in Western Europe. Whatever 
else might be said of Signor Mussolini, it 
was: felt that on this point, at least, he 
was entirely sincere. He was the world’s 
leading opponent of the Bolshevist idea; 
and many people who disliked his methods 
were willing to pay tribute to his efforts 
to combat Communism, The conclusion of 
the anti-Komintern pact was further proof 
—if proof were needed—that Germany and 
Italy were determined to fight against the 
spread of Russian Bolshevism. During 
the Finnish campaign Italy, then neutral, 
expressed open sympathy with the Finns, 
and even tried to send them material 
support, to the manifest embarrassment 
of her partner in the Rome-Berlin “ Axis. ' 
Signor Mussolini never ceased to inveigh 
against the Bolsheviks, and his attitude of 
open hostility was appreciated widely by 
respectable citizens in every bourgeots 
country. Now the wheel has come full- 
‘circle. Russia’s decision to discontinue 
diplomatic recognition of certain countries 
that have been conquered by the Germans 
suggests that relations between Moscow 
and Berlin are closer than ever they have 
been previously. Hitherto the Italians 
have held themselves aloof from the 
German-Russian liaison; but, if the report 
from Vichy be true, Signor Mussolini must 
have decided that Italy’s alliance with the 
Germans must be taken to its logical con- 
clusion. It is not easy to believe that the 
Duce will come to intimate terms with the 
Bolsheviks ; but this war has proved that 
nothing is impossible. From the German 
point of view—whatever may be Herr 
Hitler’s designs on the Ukraine—Russia’s 
participation, so oder so, as the Fuehrer 
would have it, is essential to the success of 
the proposed New Order. Has Signor 
Mussolini reached the same conclusion? 
Time will tell. In the meanwhile, the 
unknown quantity in the equation is 
Joseph Stalin. The Russian leader does 
not need to worry about scruples, ethical 
or otherwise. If he can contrive to 
“*double-cross’’ the “ Axis” chieftains, 
he will not hesitate for a moment. They 
both know it; and he knows that they 
know it. If, therefore, the proposed meet- 
ing ever should take place, it will be one 
of the most fantastic events in history.

national effort: the Red Cross, the St. 
John Ambulance, or parish council work. 
Membership of any of these organisations 
demands a certain amount—in some cases, 
a great deal—of sacrifice, and all honour 
is due to the people who have dispensed 
with their liberty, in whole or in part, to 
play their part. Nevertheless, the number 
of people who have volunteered is far 
short of the number that is needed. There 
is virtually no branch of the national 
effort that can regard itself as fully 
stafied. A walk along O’Connell street in 
Dublin—or, for that matter, Patrick street 
in Cork, or O'Connell street in Limerick— 
at half-past seven any evening will reveal 
three people without the badge of any 
organisation for every one who wears it. 
This, in the popular phrase, is not good 
enough. Modern warfare is not of the 
kind that demands the services of a 
limited professional army; it finds a place 
for every citizen, male and female, between 
the ages of sixteen and sixty; it requires 
the concentrated effort, even in an 
apparently '“ non-military’’ capacity, of 
each and all. There has been no lack of 
guidance. Not a single man or woman in 
the country can fail to understand what 
is required of him or her. The farmer has 
a prime duty, which is to grow more 
wheat, or, if that is impossible at present, 
to produce oats, or barley, or potatoes— 
at all events, to get more of his ground 
under crops. The production of turf fuel 
provides a task for every countryman who 
possesses neither a farm of his own nor a 
job on somebody else’s farm. As Mr. de 
Valera explained in the Mansion House 
on Saturday, this country needs three or 
four million tons over and beyond the 
usual output if people are not to go cold 
next winter, and he has given an assur- 
ance that every sod that is cut will find a 
market. In addition, the countryman 
must carry on with his training for the 
protection of his own area against attack— 
a possibility that increases, rather than 
diminishes, as the war becomes more 
intense and involves a gradually larger 
number of nations. 

The people of the towns have every bit 
as much to do. So far, in fact, as the 
work of active defence is concerned, they 
have even more. When, and if, this 
country becomes an object for assault by 
a foreign Power, the cities will bear the 
brunt of it: so much has been proved by 
the progress of the European war thus 
far. It behoves every able-bodied citizen 
of every town to join one of the several 
organisations for national and local 
defence, because, however many men can 
be enlisted, and however thoroughly they 
may be trained and equipped, therecannot 
be too many of them, and their training 
and equipment cannot be of too high an 
order. The L.D.F. and L.S.F. are capable 
of good work, and will be capable of better 
with every month in which time remains 
to improve their training; the fire-fighting 
service—in certain respects, the most im- 
portant of all—has had opportunity to 
prove its worth in practical conditions, 
and has proved it; the A.R.P. services, 
we have no doubt, will be equally useful 
when the necessity arises. We repeat, 
however, that the need of recruits is 
constant: there cannot be too many of 
these last. Fifty men easily can be 
required to deal with the damage created 
by a single high-explosive bomb, and in 
modern warfare high-explosive bombs drop 
by the hundred. We believe that there 
is no more urgent duty for the citizens of 
our Irish towns than to enlist without 
delay in one or another of the various 
organisations which will cope with the 
effects of air raids. The experience of 
Belfast, only a hundred miles away, has 
shown us what can be expected when a 
powerful State unleashes its bombers, and 
we would be foolish not to take advantage 
of the lesson. Against the night bomber, 
the most formidable weapon of modern 
warfare, there is no sure defence: the 
most useful work is to mitigate its effects. 
Apart from the A.R.P. and fire-fighting 
organisations, the parish councils and 
other charitable bodies will provide em- 
ployment for thousands of people who 
want to help their fellow-countrymen: 
with or without air raids, there will be 
hunger in this land of ours, and the 
feeding of the poor will furnish Christian, 
patriotic employment for every citizen 
who can spare the time. If time cannot 
be spared, or if, through age or any other 
such reason, the necessary energy is want- 
ing, there always is a use for money, This 
is a time when no atom of help is too 
small to aid the common good.

At the present time, when so many of 
the countries of Europe are involved in 
war, it is Ireland’s part and that of the 
few remaining neutral countries to uphold 
the arts of peace. Naturally, even in 
countries at war, art and learning are 
never entirely forgotten, but by no means 
the same amount of attention can be 
devoted to them. Even in this country it 
should not be forgotten that the work of 
musicians and artists of all types, however 
commendable it may be, should be kept 
strictly subservient in the present circum- 
stances to the activities of air-raid pre- 
cautions authorities and the various other 
organisations which will make for national 
security if war ever should come to our 
own country., During the past few weeks 
in the city members of all thé arts have 
been particularly active, but the 
musicians and singers have kept very 
much to the fore. All the usual festivals 
of music have been held, and, in addition, 
a number of amateur companies have per- 
formed \opera and light opera in the 


roma upon which we recently com- 


citizens have paid attention to the warn- | 


mented, esterday the Feis Ceoil, the | 
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musical “event” of the year, opened 
in Dublin with a record entry which 
has already passed the surprisingly 
high figure of 1,100. In almost 
every type of musical competition—and 
especially in the vocal classes—the entries 
have been higher this year than ever 
before. The number of sopranos, for 
example, amounted to 65, a higher figure 
than in any previous Feis Céoil. In 
spite of the difficulties of travelling to and 
from the North of Ireland in these times, 
we are glad to see that the number of 
entries from Belfast has not diminished 
to any extent. There are, we learn, 4 few 
Belfast choirs which have not been able 


‘to travel, but, apart from them, Belfast 


will be well represented in this year’s 
festival. The instrumental entries also 
are unusually good; and three string 
orchestras will compete. Apart from tho 
usual classes, the Feis Ceoil this year wil) 
contain a number of new classes. Irish 
singers, for instance, have been given six 
new classes, and competitions are now pro- 
vided for all types of voice. A new class 
also has been set up for the best piano 
solo based on an Irish theme. It is, 
indeed, gratifying to see that after forty- 
five years, and in spite of the war and al] 
its attendant difficulties, this year’s Feis 
Ceoil: already is proving to be a record 
festival.

MUSICAL SOCIETY 


The Dublin Musical Society is to be com- 
mended for giving music lovers a chance of 
seeing again ‘‘ The Belle of New York, that 
delightful musical comedy whose tuneful 
melodies were on everybody’s lips in the 
happy care-free years at the beginning of 
this century. Their presentation of the piece 
at the Gaiety Theatre, Dublin, last night, 
while not, perhaps, as perfect as one would 
wish, had a lot of good points, especially 
remembering that this is a young amateur 
society. , Fen Stephenson, who was re- 
sponsible for the production, saw that the 
piece was well staged and attractively 
dressed. The Pell Street scene, in which the 
first act closed, was very colourful, and the 
big choral number well sung, though it would 
have been an improvement to have had more 
movement, both of principals and chorus in 
the closing phases. 

It is no easy matter to find the right type 
of principal for a musical comedy of this 
nature, and in all the circumstances the 
Society managed very well. They had a big 
asset in Miss Noelle Jeannette in the title 
réle. Her first entry was most effectively 
managed, and one felt an impetus that had 
previously been lacking. Her singing was 
splendid, with plenty of volume mn á pleasing

Gabriel Lyons was Harry Bronson, and he,

ATISFACTION at the promptitude of

There is no doubt that 
the damage to some of the prominent 
buildings is severe, but in one or two 
cases parts of the structures and contents 
may be damaged to a less extent. 

There are several notable instances of 
large bombs falling quite near important 
buildings without doing more than super- 
ficial damage. 


British Diplomacy 


During the past few weeks Sir Malcolm 
Robertson has been compiling a report of 
ca yacaage interest and value for the 

oreign Secretary, Mr. ‘Eden, and it is 
expected to be ready shortly. Sir Malcolm 
is to consider the whole question of the 
adequacy and competence of the British 
diplomatic and Consular services. This is 
probably an answer to the many com- 
plaints of late that the former service is 
not quite up-to-date in its methods. 

Sir Malcolm Robertson has himself 
spent thirty years in the Diplomatic 
Service before he went into business, and 
may be trusted to make a report with 
adequate findings and recommendations 
without unnecessary delay. 


Fire-watchers’ Register 


The Fire-Watchers’ Register for the City 
of London is almost complete, the last of 
the forms giving the names of all 
employers and men being returned to the 
City of London authorities during the 
week-end. The returns are to be sorted 
out, and the exemptions omitted from the 
number of men available, leaving a com- 
plete list of those who have been doing 
nothing in the fire campaign. Many men 
will now have to take a compulsory turn 
in fire-watching, but, as far as can be 
ascertained, men will be given duties at 
their own business-places, though un- 
doubtedly some will have to take on work | 
elsewhere. In such cases the men will be 
posted as near as possible to their place 
of work, and efforts will be made to avoid

LETTER 
New Ration Books 


The notification that the new ration 
books when issued will have supplementary 
pages is taken generally as meaning that 
there will be additions to rationed foods. 
Eggs may be one of these foods, since 
they may become increasingly short as the 
summer wears on. Thousands of hens are 
being killed because they are difficult to 
feed, and people must look forward to 
scarcity in regard to other important 
supplies. If is true that Canada and the 
United States can provide great quantities 
of food, but shipping is so valuable that 
transport will be the difficulty in getting 
them here. aes 

The British people are rather inclined 
to take things for granted, and it is 
doubtful whether every housewife yet 
realises that she must conserve every atom 
of food if a shortage is to be averted. 


Industrial Disputes 

Some thousands of workers in various 
trades in England will be affec by the 
Government’s proposals for the grouping 
of industries, and machinery is to be set 
up for dealing with questions concerning 
wages and conditions of employment. 
These matters will be under the general 
supervision of the National Joint Indus- 
trial Council, and, as various trades will 
in future be subject to emergency powers 
regulations which exist to avoid disputes 
and disturbances, any differences between 
workers and employers will be submitted 
to the National Arbitration Tribunal. So 
far few differences have arisen, and no 
difficulties are likely to occur that are not 
capable of speedy settlement by tho 
Arbitration Court. 


Deep Shelters’ 


Mr. Herbert Morrison is scarcely likely 
to satisfy his Labour critics in Parliament 
by his statement that, if schemes for deep 
shelters for use in air raids are submitted 
to him, they will be given consideration. 
Mr. Morrison recognises that the provision 
of deep shelters is a matter of some little 
difficulty, inasmuch as the country has to 
consider the shortage of labour and 
materials. That deep shelters would he 
welcomed by many is certain, but more 
and more people are remaining in their 
homes during a raid, prepared to deal 
with any fire bombs that may fall upon 
them. Experience also has shown that, 
except in areas where there is no other 
alternative, it is unwise to encourage 
masses of people making use of big 
shelters. It is probable that further efforts 
will be directed to the provision of shelters 
for use in the home, in view of the fact 
that bombs are becoming larger and of 
greater explosive force.

“Tunks” 


The Chinese language was not one of my 
star subjects at school, but I have been 
learning quite a lot about it with the aid 
of a pencil, a magnifying glass, and a copy 
of an Introductory Survey to the Trade of 
China, 1940, which has just reached this 
Office. 

I have discovered, for example, the 
Chinese name for '“ Eire,” but typo- 
graphical limitations forbid its reproduc- 
tion here. A curious thing about it, how- 
ever, is that it takes no fewer than five 
Chinese, letters, or ideographs, or whatever 
you call them, while virtually every other 
State in the world, including Great 
Britain, Italy, Japan, Germany and 
France, can be reproduced by two. I 
admit that it is easily surpassed in length 
by “the Union of South Africa, and 
Rhodesia,’’ which calls for ten ideographs, 
and ‘“‘Egypt, including Anglo-Egyptian 
Sudan,’’ with eight, but there is a lot of 
them to translate. 

Actually, the Chinese seem to be able 
to express “‘U.S.S.R. (Russia), Asiatic 
routes’’ in the same space as that short 
name “ Fire.” 

I have also discovered, by a process of 
elimination, the Chinese for “junks,” 
which will doubtless come in very handy 
if ever I get there. 


“The ‘Belle of New York”

R.A.F. ON PUNITIVE 
OPERATIONS 


HE R.A.F. Middle East com- 

fe muniqué yesterday said that the 

situation in Iraq has become 

more stabilised, and British aircraft 

have been engaged on punitive opera- 
tions in most of the districts. 

An Iraqi communiqué reports 
“- greater activity” in the Basra zone, 
and admits that the R.A.F. had nue- 
ceasfally bomlied Amara and “‘ scouted’’ 
over Nasiriya. The . communiqué 
claimed that the British had been less 
successful in bombing the | pipe-line 
station at Rutbah. 

The Iraqi General Staff later de- 
clared that British armoured forces had 
been repulsed in violent fighting 
around the fort of Rutbah, with the 
loss of two British armoured cars and 
one aeroplane, which crashed in flames 
after being machine-gunned. 

The British. communiqué from Cairo 
vesterday said that all was quiet at 
Habbaniyah and Basra, and recorded 
that British mechanised forces had 
occupied Rutbah. 


SOVIET MOVE 


The Soviet Government has estab- 
lished: diplomatic relations with Iraq. 
An official Russian agency statement 
yesterday said that at the end of 
1940 the Iraqi Government, through its 
Minister in Turkey, repeatedly pro- 
posed to the Government of the 
U.S.8.R. that it should establish mó” 
lomatic relations with Iraq and shoul 
publish a declaration on the recogni- 
tion of the independence of the 
Arabian countries. The Government 
of the U.S.8.R. did not consider it 
possible to make recognition condi- 
tional on the publication of any de- 
claration, and negotiations were is- 
terrupted. i 

“On May 3rd, 1941,” continues the 
statement, ‘‘the Iraqi Government, 
through the medium of the Soviet 
Ambassador in Ankara, again pro- 
posed to establish diplomatic rela- 
tions without making this condition, 
and the Government of the U.S.S.R. 
withdrew its objections and accepted

Mr. Seamus O'Farrell, chairman of 
the Parish Council, said that they had 
already secured land for allotments 
which would ovide food for 600 
families. A million tons of turf would 
be required in Dublin to make good 
the lack of coal. Turf must be ordered 
esrly, because the railway must Lave 
notice of what would required, 


The parish should make preparation 
to. sufficient turf at a reasonable 
price. Turf was costing now £2 10s 


a ton in the city, but the Council 
hoped to get a cheaper rate and better 
quality. The transport, of turf by 
rail might cost 16s. or 17s. a ton for 
a distance of under 75 miles. It was 
proposed if the Council 
quantity at cut rates they should add 
to the cost to buyers 5 or 10 per cent., 
so that they d distribute any sur- 
plus free to the poor, or at less than 
cost to the not quite so poor.

MILES OF SHIPYARDS 


Further details of the attacks were 
Ea by the Air Ministry News 

ervice last night. 

“Before Hamburg could recover 
from the impact o tthe attacks made 
on Saturday night,” it states, “yet 
another strong force of aircraft was 
despatched on Sunday night by Bomber 
Command to continue the destgaotion 
and disorganisation of the vital parts 
of this great seaport. The vast expanse 
of the docks was a particular focug of 
the attack, and the shipbuilding yards 
—nine miles in length—which line the 
banks of the river Elbe, were threaded 
and crossed with fire. 

“In the Blohm and Voss yards, 
where the Goeben, the Seydlitz and 
other German capital ships of the last 
war were built, high explosives and 
incendiary bombs increased the 

amage already done. Opposite these 
yards on the other side of the river 
flames leapt high, and, away from the 
dock, the industrial quarters of the 
town were vigorously assailed. 

“The fine weather, of which our 
aircraft made such good use at Ham- 
burg, extended to Bremen, the other 
main objective of the night. It was 
not so cold as when we visited Bremen 
three’ nights before,’ a pilot said, ‘ but 
there was the same bright sky. All 
the way over there were patches of 
cloud, which looked like stepping- 
stones laid out for us across the North 

a. 
‘Over the land the clouds were 
drifting away, and when we reached 
Bremen the sky was clear. It was the 
kind of “CG when only the bomb- 
aimer could be blamed if we missed 
the target, and there was nothing 
wrong with our bomb-timer. I saw 
his bombs burst on a large building.’ 

“The attadk on Bremen was as 
neo as on Hamburg, and as success- 
ul. 


GERMAN REPORTS 


Press AsqociaTIon. 
BERLIN, Monday. 
‘The main weight of the British air 
attack on Hamburg and Bremen last 
night was again concentrated on resi- 


dential districts in the centre of 
Bremen,” says the German News 
Agency, The operation room of a 


large State hospital, which received a 
direct hit in the previous raid, was 
again damaged by bombs, as also was 
St. Joseph's Hospital. 

“In the harbour area where only a 
few incendiaries were dropped some 
sheds caught fire. Thanks to the ex- 
emplary discipline of the A.R.P. sér- 
vices there were few casualties among 
the civilian population. 

“AA considerable’ British force 
dropped high explosive bombs on re- 
sidential districts at Altona, where 
substantial damage was done to 
dwellinghouses. 

Yesterday's German High Command 
states :— 

“Strong enemy forces dropped 
bombs last night (Supday), mainly on 
Hamburg and Bremen. The damage to 
industrial works was negligible. 

‘Other damage was caused, particu- 


larly in residential quarters. There 
were some killed an y among 
the civilian population. Night fighters 


and anti-aircraft artillery shot down 
seven of the attacking aircraft. 

“ During the period of May 9-11 the 
enemy lost altogether thirty-six ‘planes.

deplore, but the manner in which it is 
taught. Let Irish be taught in all 
schools; but why make it, or any sub- 
ject, compulsory? It should be made 
attractive to the children, so that they 
would want to learn it. Foster in those 
children a love of their country and 
its culture, so that they would learn to 
speak their national tongue through 
their cwn free will and for sentimental 
reasons. | 

Now, consider the difficulty of teach- 
ing through the medium of Irish. 
Firstly, it is necessary to find teachers 
who are not only highly versed in the

to teach, but also fluent in the tongue 
through which they must teach these 
subjects. Having surmounted that diffi- 
culty, we come to the pupils. The 
pupil must also have a fluent knowledge 
of the language through which he is 
being taught For example, how is he 
to absorb the abstract concepts in- 
volved in Euclid if his knowledge of 
the language through which it is being 
taught is limited? Indeed, many a 
child might ,be heard to utter: “I 
understand the fury in your words, but 
not the words. 

The real charm and culture of Irish lies 
in its antiquity ; not in its modern syn- 
thetic form! It does not suit the modern 
commercial world, proof of which may 
be found in the average Government 
letter, which begins ''4 Chara” and 
ends “ Mise le meas; yet the im- 
portant matter to be conveyed is
